ORDER OF BUSINESS AND RULES OF THE SENATE. 
RULE I. 


1. The stated hour of meeting, unless otherwise ordered, shall be 10 
o’clock in the morning of each day. 

2. The President (ex-officio the Lieutenant Governor) or in his absence 
the President pro tem shall take the chair every day promptly at the 
hour to which the Senate stands adjourned; shall call the Senate to or- 
der, and on the | ppearance of a quorum, shall proceed to business. 

RULE I. 

1. A majority of all the Senators elected shall constitute a quorum, 
and whenever a less number than a quorum shall convene at a regular 
meeting and shall: S the names -of the absentees shall be entered 
on the Journal 

2. Whenever a less number than a quorum shall convene at any reg- 
ular meeting they are empowered to send the Sergeant-at-Arms or any 
other person or persons by them authorized, for any or all absent Sena- 
tors, and the actual expense incurred thereby, in each case, shall be 
paid by the absentees respectively, unless for a good and sufficient rea- 
son they may have been, or may be, excused by the Senate. 

i RULE II. 

1. The Senate having been called to order at the hour to which it 
shall have adjourned, and a quorum being, present, the order of business 
shall be as follows: 

First. Prayer. 

Second. Reading and correction of J ie 

Third., Presentation of petitions and memorials. 

Fourth. Report of standing committees. 

Fifth. Reports of special committees. 

Sixth. Consideration of messages from the Governor. 

Seventh. Consideration of messages from the House of Representa- 
tives. o 

Eighth. Motions and resolutions. 

Ninth. Introduction, first reading and reference of bills. 

Tenth. Second reading of bills. 

Eleventh. Third reading of bills. 

Twelfth. Consideration of general calendar. 

Thirteenth. Miscellaneous business. 

2. Whenever any bills or other matter is made the special order for a 
particular day and hour, and the consideration thereof shall not be com- 
pleted at that sitting, it shall retain its place on the general calendar, 
unless it shall be made the special order of another day. 

RULE IV. 

1. No motion shall be debated until the same shall have been sec- 
onded and put by the Chair, and if desired by the presiding officer or 
by any Senator, such motion shall be reduced to writing, delivered at 
the Secretary’s desk and read before the same shall be debated. 

2. Any motion or resolution may be withdrawn or modified by the 
mover at any time before a decision, amendment, or ordering of the 


_yeas or nays, except a motion to reconsider, which shall not be with- 


drawn without leave of the Senate. 

3. When a question is under debat* the President shall receive no 
motion but to adjourn, take a recess, to proceed to the consideration of 
the special order, to lay on the table, to close debate at a special time, 
to postpone to a certain day, to commit, to amend or to postpone in- 
definitely, and they shall take precedence in the order named. 
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4. A motion to Sostione to a day certain, or indefinitely, being de- 
cided shall not be again. allowed at the same stage of the bill or 
proposition; and if a Dill or proposition be set for consideration on 
a certain day, it shall not be considered at an earlier day. 

RULE V. 

a Au so-called substitute motions and resolutions shall be consid- 
ered: as amendments only and shall be subject to the rules relating 
thereto, except such maiters as may be reported by the committees. 

RULE VI. 

1. <All questions of order shall be decided by the President without 
debate; such decision shall be subject to appeal to the Senate by any 
Senator; and on such appeal no Senator shall speak more than once, 
unless by leave of the Senate and the President may,on such appeal, 
speak in preference to Senators. 

2. If a Senator be called to order for words spoken, the exceptional 
words spoken shall be immediately taken down in writing by the Sec- 
retary that the President may be the better enabled to judge the matter. 

3. If any Senator, in speaking or otherwise, transgresses the rules 
of the Senate the President shail, or any Senator may, call him to or- 
der; and the Senator called to order shall immediately take his seat, if 

_required to do so by the President, until the question of order is decided. 
If the decision. be in favor of the Senator called to order, he shall be 
at liberty to proceed; if otherwise, he shall not be permitted to pro- 
ceed, if any Senator object, without leave of the Senate. 

RULE VIL. 

I. A motion to adjourn (or take recess) shaltralways be in order; but 
being decided in the negative, shall not beagain entertained, unless 
some motion, call or order shall have taken place. . 

' RULE VII. 

1. A question containing two or more propositions, capable of division, 
shall be divided whenever desired by any Senators. A motion to strike 
out and insert shall be deemed advisable, but a motion to strike out, 
being lost, shall neither preclude amendment nor a motion to 
strike out and insert. 

2. All amendments of the House of Representatives to a Senate Bill or 
other proposition shall not be divisible. 

RULE .IX.- 

1. The following questions shall be decided without debate, to-wit: 

To adjourn, to take recess, to lay on the table, to take from the table, 
to go into Committee of the Whole on the orders of the day, and all 
questions relating to the priority of business. 

RULE X. 

1. On filling up blanks the question shall first be taken on the largest 

sum, greatest number and most distant day. 
; RULE XI. 

1. The President shall have the right, in the absence or inability 
of the President pro tem, to preside, to name any Senator to perform 
the duties of the chair, temporarily, who shall be invested, during 
such times, with allthe powers and privileges of the President, except 
that of signing bills and joint resolutions. But such appointment 
shall not extend beyond an adjournment. 

2. The President shall have the general direction of the Senate Cham- 
ber and in case of any disturbance or disorderly conduct in the body, 
he shall have the power to order the same to be cleared. He may as- 
sign seats within the bar of the Senate to reporters of newspapers, for 
the purpose of taking down-the proceedings, but so as not to inter- 
fere with the convenience of the Senate. 

8. The President shall, in the presence of the Senate, and after 
their bills shall have been previously read, sign all bills and joint 
resolutions, memorials and addresses, when passed by both houses, and 
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all writs, warrants and subpoenas issued by order of the Senate or any 
committee thereof, shall be under his hand, attested by the Secretary. 
ULE Xi. 


1. The ‘Secretary shall permit no journals, records, bills or papers to. 


be taken from his desk or out of his custody other than in the regu- 
lar routine of business; nor shall he, at any time or place, allow’ the 
Same to be handled or examined by any person whatsoever, except the 
President, Senators, and officers and employees of the Senate in the 
due discharge of their duties. 

2. If any paper in his charge shall be missing he shall report the 
fact, immediately upon the discovery, to the President. 

8. The Secretary shall keep a book ta be called the docket, in 
which he shall enter, under appropriate marginal numbers all Sen- 
ate and House bills, and joint resolutions and memorials and correct 
notes, with the dates thereof, of the state, condition and progress of 
each bill pending, until the final disposition thereof and shall index the 
same under the name of the Senator or Representative introducing the 
bill, joint resolution or memorial, and generallly perform the duties of 
the Secretary under the direction of the President. 

RULE XII. 

1. The Secretary shall keep a correct journal of each day’s proceed- 
ings, 

2. The title of all bills and proposed amendments shall be entered 
on the Journal. 

RULE XIV. 

1. The Secretary shall make a list of all bills in the order in which 
they.were presented to the Senate, unless the Senate shall otherwise di- 
rect, also resolutions, reports of Committees of the Whole Senate 
which are not made the order of the day for any particular day and 
hour; which list shall be ealHled the general calendar. 

2. He shall make a list of all bills, resolutions and reports of cpm- 
mittees and other proceedings of the Senate, which have, by order 
of the Senate, been set down for consideration at some particular day 
and hour, which list shall be called the special order. 

3. He shall make a list of all bills, resolutions and memorials which 
may be upon their third reading, entering these in the order in which 
they were ordered upon their third reading, unless the Senate shall, by a 
two-thirds vote, otherwise direct, which list shall-be called “bils upon 
the third reading.” 

RULE XV 

L No Senator shall be permitted to vote or serve on any committee, 
on any question, in the event of which, other than a citizen, he is 
indivfdually interested. 

2. .No Senator shall, without leave, absent himself from the Senate 
otherwise than temporarily, unless there be a quorum without his 
' presence. 


8. In all cases the Senator who shall first rise and address the- 


President shall speak first, but no Senator shall speak more than 
‘twice on the same day onthe same subject, without leave of the Sen- 
ate and he shall confine himself to the question under debate, and 
avoid personalties. 

4. Any Senator shall have the right to protest against any action. 
of the Senate and such protest and the reason thereof, when re- 
duced to writing, shalli, without alteration, commitment or delay, be 
entered in the Journal. 

RULE XVI. ° 

1. Every Senator present when a question is put, if qualified, shall 
vote, unless the Senate, for special reasons, excuse him. A request to 
be excused from voting shall not be in order unless made before the Sen- 
ate divides, or before the call of the yeas and nays has commenced. Any 
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Senator requesting to be excused from voting may make a brief state- 
ment for making such request and the question shall then be taken with= 
out further debate; but no Senator shall be excused from voting on any 
question by reason of his occupying the chair 

2. Any Senator may change his vote before the decision of the ques- 
tion shall have been announced by the Chair. 

RULE XVII. 
. 1. When a question has been decided by the Senate, any Senator 
voting on the prevailing side may give notice that he will on the same 
or the succeeding day move for the reconsideration thereof, and such 
motion shall take precedence over all other questions, except the consid- 
eration of a conference report or motion to adjourn; provided, such 
motion, if made during the last six days of the session, shall be disposed 
of when notice is given. — 

RULE XVIII: 

1. In ease of disagreement between the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives, the Senate mayeither recede, insist and ask a conference or 
adhere; any motion for such purpose shall take precedence n that order- 

RULE XIX. 

1. The foHowing standing committees shall be appointed by the Pres- 
ident by and with the advice and consent of the Seenate: Judiciary, five 
members; Finance, five members; Rules, three members; State Affairs, 
five members; Privileges and Elections, five membrs; Education, three 
members; Irrigation and Water Rights, five members; Agriculture and 
Live Stock, three members; Corporations five members; Mines and Min- 
ing, three members; Military and Indian Affairs, three members; Coun- 
ties and County Boundaries, five members; Highways, Bridges and 
Ferries, five members: Public Printing, three members; Engrossed bills, 
three members; Enrolled Bills, three members; Immigration and Labor, 
three members 

2. No committee shall sit during the session of the Senate without 
leave granted by the Senate. 

3. The committee on Engrossment shall examine all bills, amend- 
ments and joint resolutions or other papers which are required to be 
engrossed before they go out of.the possession of the Committee and 
make areport when they find them correctly engrossed before they are 
read a third time; they shall also compare such amendments as may be 
made in the House to Senate bills and that are concurred in after they 
shall have been re-engrossed in the Senate, for the purpose of seeing if 
they are correctly engrossed; and no bill shail have had its third read- 
ing unless it has been printed} nor until it has been engrossed and re- 
port made thereon by the Cor mittee on Engrossment that it has been 
correctly engrossed. i 

4. The Committee on Hone shall examine all þills originating in 
the Senate and which passed both houses, see that they are correctly 
en-olled, signed by the President of the Senate and Speaker of the 
House of Representatives and presented to the Governor and shall make 
report thereof to the Senate. 

RULE XX. 

1. Reports of committees, except such as do not propose final action, 
and reports of committees of conference shall, unless otherwise ordered, 
be placed upon the calendar for the day next succeeding that on wie 
they are presented to the Senate. n> 

2. No law shall be passed except by bill, nor shall any bill be put up- 
on its final passage until the same, with the amendmenas thereto, 
shall have been printed for the use of the members; nor shall any 
bill become a law unless the same shall have been read on three sev- 
eral days in each house previous to the final vote thereon; pro- 


wided, in case of urgency, two-thirds of the house, where such Dill. 


may be pending, may upon a vote of the yeas and nays, dispense with 
this provision . . 
On the final passage of bills they shall be read at length, section 
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4 Taree daya alter tho resccrence of a bill as provided for in the pre- 
ceding acction of this rule, any Serator may, by giving at least one day’s 
notice, call for the ronert of the committee requhed in said section, 
and, unless excused by the Senate, the committee shall, upon the time 
of the notice, make report. 

5. The final question upon the second rending of every bill or joint 
resolution originating in the Senate shall be whether it shall be engrossed 
and reada third time, and no amendment shall be received at a 
third reading except to make clerical corrections and perfect the text, 
except by unanimous consent of the Senators present, but it shall 
bein order, before the passage of any such bill or joint resolu- 
tion, to move its recommitment; and should such recommitment 
take place and any amendment be reported by the committee, the 
said bill or resolution shall be again read a second time and con- 
sidered, and the aforesaid question again put 

6 A motion to strike out the enacting. clause of a bill shall have 
precedence of a motion to amend, and, ìf carried, shall be equivalent 
to its rejection. 

7. When an amendment made in the Senate to a bill of the House 
of Representatives shall be disagreed to by the House, and not ad- 
hered to by the Senate, the bill shall be considered as standing on 
third reading.

RULE XXVI 

1. During the session of the Senate, smoking within the Senate 
chamber shall not be allowed, nor in any committee room during 
a sitting without the consent of the committee. 

2. No purchase shall be made or expense Incurred by the Sergeant- 
at-Arms or any officer or employee of the Senate 1m ts behalf except 
upon the written order of the President. 

3 When the reading of any paper 1s called for, and not as a part 
of the remarks of any Senator, and objection be made, it shall be de- 
termined by a vote of the Senate without debate 

4. No rule shall be suspended unless upon a two-thirds vote, nor 
abrogated or amended, unless one day’s notice be given, or upon re- 
porr of the Committee of Rules and upon a majority vote.

Senate Joint Memorial No. 2, by Yost. 

To the Senate and House of Representatives ofthe United States in 
Cangress assembled’ Your memorialists, the Legislature of the State 
of Idaho, respectfully represent- 

That, within the County of Kootenai, in the State of Idaho, about 600,- 
000 acres of land has been set apart asa forest reserve known and desig- 
nated as the “Priest River Forest Reserve” that within said reserve about 
eight thousand acres are held under the Homestead Act and about eight 
thousand acres purchased from the Northern Pacific Railway Company. 
by divers parties; that, around and adjacent to the land held as home- 
stead and by purchase, who occupy the land as homes, there is from 
twenty to thirty thousand acres of fine meadow lands on which there 
is no timber, but is rich agricultural land, and would be of great 
value to the State and County, if opened to settlement, affording an 
opportunity to thousands of home-seekers; and we further represent 
that said lands e of no value as a timber reserve, but, as it now is, 
of no value to any one. 

We therefore pray for the opening of all the agricultural area on 
said “timber reserve” to settlement under such provisions as) may be 
to the best intereSts of the government and the people. 

That the Secretary of State fs hereby requested to forward copies of 
this Memorial to the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
United States, to the Hon Sec’y. of the Interior and to our Represen- 
tatives in Congress.
